.Judge J. T. Dickerson is one of those 
who does not believe congress will con­ 
tinue the Indian Territory courts, as 
at present constituted, after statehood 
—though this is generally desired by 
the people of the territory in order 
that the great mass of pending crimin­ 
al cases may not be heaped upon the 
state courts. 
Judge E. Hamilton, assistant U. S. 
District Attorney, prosecuting at this 
term of the Ada court, further is of the 
opinion that certain federal judges in 
the Western states, like Colorado and 
Wyoming, who have to work only a 
few weeks in the year, will be ordered 
to clean up our criminal dockets. 
This 
arrangement would save the govern­ 
ment a big sum in judges’ salaries; and 
unquestionably those non-resident fed­ 
eral judges would in rapid and sum­ 
mary manner dispose of the pending 
cases. 
The judge is positive that such a plan 
will be recommended by the department 
of justice, and what the department 
recommends, goes. 
Feeling as he does, that this is his 
last term of court in Ada, Judge Dick­ 
erson, to The News reporter, gave ex­ 
pression to the following sentiment: 
“ Within a day or two this term of 
court will close. 
It is likely to be the 
last term of court I will ever hold in 
Ada.

made at Newport, It. I., in 1763 by 
Nathaniel Bird, a book dealer, who 
imported a small quantity of onion 
seed from London. 
In New York city 
hemp and flax seed were advertised 
for sale as early as 1705, and garden 
seeds in 1776. 
However, Boston, was 
the chief 
seed mart of 
tho I oiled 
States during 
the early 
days, and 
there were in business at the Hub 
from half a dozen to a dozen dealers 
who handled' seeds exclusively or in 
conjunction with other commodities. 
Prior to I SOO practically all the seeds 
sold In the United S t a te s b o r o im­ 
ported from London. 
W ith the dawn of the new century* 
however, the seed industry began to 
Assume proportions that justified the 
raising of the 
seeds nearer 
home. 
From that time forward the city of 
Philadelphia began to gain recognition 
as tile center of the American seed 
industry and one of the pioneers In 
tin* 
trode was 
Bernard 
McMahon, J 
•‘seedman aud author, 
who became ( 
well known not only in Philadelphia, 
but throughout the country. 
During! 
tin' next quarter of a century rather 
pretentious seed establishments came 
Into existence in Baltimore. Charles- ; 
ton, S. 
and other Cities, and a fea­ 
ture of the trade at that tim e was a 
considerable 
demand 
for 
Shakers’ 
seeds. 
These seeds were 
not 
only 
sold at the regular seed houses, but 
were also peddled about the country 
in Shakers’ wagons.

I are and a Little Judgment AII That 
Is Necessary. 


W hite 
and 
delicately tinted kid 
gloves may be cleaned by anyone who 
will proceed carefully and with some 
degree of judgment. 
Light gloves should be worn as of­ 
ten as possible before the first clean­ 
ing. 
If used carefully and the badly 
soiled places 
rubl>ed 
lightly with 
soiled bread crumbs each time after 
wearing the first cleaning can be pro­ 
longed quite a while, but atter light 
gloves have once been cleaned they 
soil readily and should not he allowed 
to become too soiled before submitting 
them to another treatm ent. 
A very good preparation for clean­ 
sing gloves is made by mixing together 
equal quantities of finely powdered 
alum and pipe clay or fuller’s earth. 
Dip a piece of flannel in the m ixture 
and rub the soiUni parts with it, light­ 
ly at First so as to loosen the soil and 
not rub it in. 
Repeat the rubbings until the gloves 
are quite clean, then wipe them with 
a piece of clean flannel. 
Bran should 
then be nibbed all over the glove with 
French chalk and wiped off with a 
soft, clean cloth. 
Gloves should always be laid away 
in tissue paper, for it aids in preserv­ 
ing Hie elasticity of the kid and keeps 
the gloves in a good condition.

Washington, Feb. 7.—Consideration 


of the Indian appropriation bill was 
resumed yesterday by the Senate im- 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
morning business. 


The Senate amendment removing all 


restrictions except on homesteads to 
the selling of Indian lands in Indian 
Territory caused protracted debate. 


The McCumber amendment, Mr. 


Clapp said, had never been tested in 
the courts, it constituted a cloud on 
the title to the lands, because consider- 
able transfers were being made despite 
it, and the Indian was getting a less 
sum for his land because of the restric- 
tion. 


Mr. McCumber spoke at length in 


opposition to the removal of the re- 


riction. He held that the right of 
overnment control over the property 
f the Indian had not been destroyed, 
ecauae citizenship had not been con- 
erred npon Indians. He said a plan 
'as under way in Indian Territory 
thereby "land grafters" were making 
ontracts with the Indians for the sale 
f their lands.

that co*ditions were very much worse 
than were realized here. He said that 
Indians were "land poor;" that under 
an Indian family of five had 12,000 
acres of land, but no money to work it, 
and under the law no power to lease or 
sell or get an income from it. It was, 
he said, only the surplus land which 
would be affected by the proposed 
amendment, 
and that each Indian 


family would still maintain a homestead 
of 160 acres, which was made forever 
inalienable. He contended for the In- 
dian's rights to maintain his own affairs, 
declaring them to be as intelligent and 
as honest as any of the members of 
any other community in the country. 


Mr. Long of Kansas favored the 


amendment, and Mr. Curtis of Kansas 
opposed It. He first made a point of 
order, but this was not decided when 
the Senate adjourned for the day, and 
the amendment still remained undis- 
posed of. 


It will be seen that it were vain to 


hope that restrictions will be removed 
from any part of the allotted lands by 
this Congress.

By special grant 
the restrictions do not apply to inmates

confederate or federal soldiers' 


homes. The legislature is given autho- 
rity to extend disabilities, but not to 
remove those fixed. 


Mr. Murray's proposition to allow the 


women only to vote on an equal suff- 
rage amendment and that of Mr. King 
of Kingfisher to submit the question to 
the voters at the second general elec- 
tion both failed, the latter by a vote 
of 50 to 37.

He had seen some of thorn 
get on their feet again, but they were 
few. 
He was always where the fray 


was hottest, but he was never wound 
ed. ' Yet he never came back from the 
firing line without a "scalp." He took 
profits even when the historic anthra- 
cite corner brought Jersey Central 
down from $110 to $6 a share. He had 
a hand In smashing that combination, 
and the men who hod been behind it 
knew that he had, and he laughed at 
them. 
In 1881 Harrtman's father 
died. 


The mother had gone long before. 
Rev. Orlando Harriman passed out of 
life at 68 in the arms of a surround- 
ing of which he could not have even 
dreamed in the days when he was 
seeking a pulpit which would pay 
him sufficient to buy-bread for him- 
self and family. His son, Henry, was 
worth more than $1,000,000 then.

gloves have once been cleaned they 
soil readily and should not be allowed 
to become too soiled before submitting 
them to another treatment. 


A very good preparation for clean- 


Ing gloves is made by mixing together 
"equal quantities of finely powdered 
alum and pipe clay or fuller's earth. 


Dip a piece of flannel In the mixture 


and rub the soiled parts wilh it, light- 
ly at first so as to loosen the soil and 
not rub it in. 
Repeat the rubbings until the gloves 


are quite clean, then wipe them with 
a piece of clean flannel. Bran should 
then be rubbed all over the glove with 
French chalk and wiped off with a 
soft, clean cloth. 
Gloves should always be laid away 


in tissue paper, for it aids in preserv- 
ing tho elasticity of the kid and keeps 
tho gloves in a. good condition.

Water Hanging Plants. 


Be sure that plants hanging In pots 


and baskets got all the ^water they 
need. 
Because they arc near 
the 


ceiling, where the 
temperature 
Is 


much higher than at the window sill, 
they will dry out much more rapidly 
than ordinary plants, says the Home- 
Magazine. 
They are also exposed on 


all sides, and this accelerates evap- 
oration. 
I hav* a method of keeping 


these plants 
well 
watered 
which 


works well. 
I take a small can or 


cup and punch holes In the bottom 
of it. 
Make these small at first, un- 


til you know just how much water 
is needed. 
Fill these vessels 
and 


place them on the surface of the soil. 
Vines can be so trained as to hide 
them. 
Observe the effect carefully. 


If not enough water passes through 
to keep the soil moist, you will know 
that larger holes are necessary. 
This 


matter can bo regulated to a nicety, 
with a little experimenting. Fill the 
cup each morning. 
A treatment of 


this kind will enable any one to grow 
tine hanging plants.

Judge J. T. Dickerson is one of those' 


who does not believe congress will con- 
tinue the Indian Territory courts, as 
at present constituted, after statehood 
— though this is generally desired by 
the people of the territory in order 
that the great mass of pending crimin- 
al cases may not be heaped upon the 
state courts. 


Judge E. Hamilton, assistant U. 'S. 


District Attorney, prosecuting at this 
term of the Ada court, further is of the 
opinion that certain federal judges in 
the Western states, like Colorado and 
Wyoming, who have to work only a 
few weeks in the year, will be ordered 
to clean up our criminal dockets. This 
arrangement would save the govern- 
ment a big sum in judges' salaries; and 
unquestionably those non-resident fed- 
eral judges would in rapid and sum- 
mary manner dispose of the pending 
cases. 


The judge is positive that such a plan 


will be recommended by the department 
of justice, and what the department 
recommends, goes. 


Feeling as he does, that this is his 


last term of court in Ada, Judge Dick- 
erson, to The News reporter, gave ex- 
pression to the following sentiment: 


"Within a day or two this term of 


court will close. It 19 likely to he the 
last term of court I will ever hold in 
Ada.

SENATORS ARGUE PRO AND 


CON LAND RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, Feb. 7.—Consideration [ mada an investigation of the situation 


of the Indian appropriation bill was 
resumed yesterday by the Senate im- 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
morning business. 


The Senate amendment removing all 


restrictions except on homesteads to 
the selling of Indian lands in Indian 
Territory caused protracted debate. 


The McCumber amendment, Mr. 


Clapp said, had never been tested in 
the courts, it constituted a cloud on 
the title to the lands, because consider- 
able transfers were being made despite 


in Indian Territory last snmmer, said 
that conditions were very much worse 
than were realized here. He said that 
Indians were "land poor;" that under 
an Indian family of five had 12,000 
acres of land, but no money to work it, 
and under the law no power to lease or 
sell or pet an income from it. It was, 
be said, only the surplus land which 
would be affected by the proposed 
amendment, 
and that each Indian 


family would still maintain a homestead 
of 160 acres, which was made forever 


it, and the Indian was getting a less j inalienable. He contended for the In- 
sum for his land because of the restric- dian's rights to maintain his own affairs, 


Guthrie, Okla. Feb. 7—The woman 


suffragists received their final blow 
yesterday when the constitutional con- 
vention refused by a vote of 50 to 37 
to order the question of equal suffrage 
submitted to the electors of the state.

Patrons of

,innately—were passing in and out to 
make deposits or drafts before noon. 
,-The clerk*; and tellers were busy, to- 
ttalltig up their sheets for the day. The 
•officers were hurrying to wind up their 
business. 
Scarcely 
anyone 
noticed 


•the newcomer. 


He had on a dark blue suit of cloth- 


-fnpf, thoso who saw him -remember, 
Dragged and shiny from age. He wore 
a black slouch hat. He peered around, 
Hesitatingly, and then caught sight of 
President Rushton standing near one 
of the vaults, which were soon to be 
closed.

Light gloves should be worn as of- 


ten as possible before the flrst clean- 
Ing. 
If used carefully and the badly 


soiled pJacea 
rubbed 
lightly with 


soiled bread crumbs each lime after 
wearing the flrst cleaning can be pro- 
longed quite a while, but after light 
gloves have once been cleaned they 
soil readily and should not be allowed 
to become too soiled before submitting 
them to another treatment. 


A very good preparation for clean- 


Jng gloves Is made by mixing together 
equal quantities of finely powdered 
alum and pipe clay or fuller's earth. 


Dip a piece of flannel in the mixture 


and rub the soiled parts with it, light- 
ly at first so as to loosen the soil and 
not rub it in. 


Repeat the rubbings until the gloves 


are quite clean, then wipe tbem wltb 
a piece of clean flannel. Bran should 
then be rubbed all over the glove with 
French chalk and wiped off with a 
.soft, clean cloth. 


Gloves should always be laid away 


in tissue paper, for it aids in preserv- 
ing the elasticity of tho kid and keeps 
the gloves in a good condition.

be obtained. For Instance, when the 
match is applied to the wick and the 
flame is creeping up, have a vessel 
roady to place over the flame imme- 
diately in order to utilize every bit 
of heat.

subside, if

plans to have some dish that needs 
to be kept warm while dinner Is be- 
ing served, very

sults may be obtained and every bit 
of tiie flame utilized from the time 
the match Is applied to the last ex- 
piring flicker. 


Water Hanging Plants. 


Be sure that plants hanging In pots 


and baskets get all the ^water they 
need. 
Hecause they arc near 
the 


ceiJingr, where the 
temperature 
is 


much higher than at the window sill, 
they will dry out much more rapidly 
than ordinary plants, says the Home 
Magazine. 
They are also exposed on 


all sides, aud this accelerates evap- 
oration. 
3 havft a method of keeping 


these plants 
well 
watered 
which 


works well. 
I take a small can or 


cup and punch holes in the bottom 
of it. 
Make these small at first, un- 


til you know just how much water 
is needed. 
Fill these vessels 
and 


place them on the surface of the soil. 
Vines can be so trained as to hide 
them. 
Observe tho effect carefully. 


If not enough water passes through 
to keep tho soil moist, you will know 
that larger holes are necessary. This 
matter can bo restated to a nicety, 
with a little experimenting. Fill the 
cup each morning. A treatment of 
this kind will enable any one to grow 
tine hanging plants. 


Apple Pies with Raising. 


Apple pies with raisins 
are 
far 


from novel, except as they have been 
forgotten Jn the search for further 
fetching desserts. Cut up sour apples 
and turn them with a goodly propor- 
tion of s^ded raisins into an under* 
crust lining a pie tin. 
Put on the 


cover, but do not pinch It against tho 
lower crust, and bake. 
When 'the 


apples arc tender remove the upper- 
crust without breaking it, season the 
apples with sugar mixed with 
tiny 


labs of butter and with cinnamon, 
stirring It Into tho fruit uirefully, and 
then put on the top crutt.
